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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Canada on July 12, 2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the foreign application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The Information Disclosure Statements, filed September 2, 2003, September 12, 2003, 
and November 17, 2003, are acknowledged and have been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the bracket assembly in lines 5-6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Breford (U.S. Patent 
No. 3,899,194). 

Breford discloses a fifth wheel hitch trailer pin assembly comprising all elements as 
claimed, including a fifth wheel locking assembly, comprising: a collar (14) attached to the 
trailer; means for pivotally attaching the collar to a bracket assembly (68) about a substantially 
longitudinal axis that extends from the front of the towing vehicle to the rear of the trailer; a skid 
plate (62) connected to the bottom of the bracket assembly; and a king pin (64) connected to the 
bottom of the skid plate. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 4 and 5 are allowed. 

9. Claims 2 and 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art neither anticipates nor makes obvious a fifth wheel hitch trailer pin assembly having all 
elements as claimed, specifically wherein the bracket assembly as claimed in detail in claims 2 
and 4 is also recited to be pivotally attached to the collar, and wherein a roller pin is able to 
rotate within a sleeve which extends past both the collar and the sides of the bracket assembly. 
The above recitation, combined with the rest of the structure in the independent claim, clearly 
defines over the art. 
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Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Breford (U.S. Patent No. 3,897,086), Brown (U.S. Patent No. 2,857,174), Hodges, Jr. 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 2,925,286), Mickey (U.S. Patent No. 4,418,934), and Meyer (U.S. Patent 
No. 4,955,631) disclose pivotally attached king pins to trailer connecting structures.
